ther then thus ſpake Pau{vnto me. 

Pavi. Frionxnn, Me thinkes Chriffianae ((aicth 
hee) when I conſider all Circumſtances impartial- 
ly, comparing them» one with another , this our 
profefiion of 7eſuitiſme wherein wee live is wholly 
compacted of Superſtition, Hypocrific,and a great 
deale of difſemmbled and pretended Sanctitie,being 
even deviſed of the Devill himſelte in this elder 
and doating age of the wofld, purpolcly thereby 
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co make {ale vato Mankind of all the Errors, toyes 
and Superſtitions of Poperie, and (to vic a bomely 
phraſe againſt my will, bur that it is moſt proper 
and fign:ficant in this cale) to take the flinking 
excrements of Pap-ftrie {o odious in their owne 
nature, and ſauouring much more loathſemely 
at this time, eſpecially wherein they are fo ofcer 
firred m, by many curious and great Schollers, 
and by compounding and tempering the ſara, 
with prerences of Holineſſe, and wrapping then:

Can you admit a 
thought, that the moſt Holy and Learned profel- 
fion in the world at this cirwe, ſhould bee falſe and 
hypocriticall > I aſſure you, I hold this Religion 
to bee the true Religion, and ſo conſequently that 
our {clues are bound to continue in the ſame, as in 
our lawtuil Vocation, according to the Doctrine 
of the holy Apoſtle, and not to depart a jot there- 
from, orelſe all Religions m the world to be falle, 
and by all meanes to be auoyded. 

Pay, I was of your mind Chr:/t:;anw, ſaid 
Paul, b<torc I carrcd into this Proteſhon, and ther- 
fore I burſt violently our of the armes of this flat- 
tering world (though ſhee was vawilling ro let me 
eſcape out of here!lvtches) and came running as it 
were in haſt to this Societic ot Teſuztes, as to the 
moſt holy ot all protcflions of Religion, and the 
moſt pleaſing: ro Gop ( as I ſuppoled) and the 
moſt comfortableto mine owne ſoule. 

Bur now, whereas I cxpeRed to find true and 
vnfeigned Holines therein Woe is wee, | meet with 
nothing but mcere Hypocrifte and Diflimulation. 

And now euen thine owne leite (O Chriftian) 
(halt ſec apparant!ly that what I haue (ſpoken is not 
deviſed of hatred, or cuill wilt, but that I ſpeake it 
as a man cdnuinced in Conſcience by the Truth it 
ſeife, and euen enforced thereunto againſt my will, 
if torthwith thou doeſt but ſearch into the depth 
as I baue done,and into the very toundations of ihe 
Societie, and relinquiſhing all voluntary or(as onr 
Societie terineth it) Holy fimplicity and blindnes 
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of heart, thou be guided by: the pure: light of rea- 
ſon, and beholding.the ſame with a fincere vnder- 
ſianding, no way forſtalled with Icſuiticall D:lufi- 
ons, thou canſt rake a view of che Coz:nage 2nd 
knauerieither: of : which if thoudoeſt, (as ir is my 
hope that thou wilt 3) | donbrt not bur chat thou 
ſhale quick!y difcerne, by thoſ: {pirituall foundati- 
ons whichare lay d in euery houſe of Probartoners 
among { vs for the Education of Nouices, and in» 
ſtructing them according to the rule of that Socie- © 
tie, that none at all is ficting to bee admirred into 
this-profcſſion, bur ſuch encly as hane a propenſe 
inclination, cyther by nature, or acquired by ſer. 
vile Education, and ſuddenly rcfolued vpon in 
ſme fic of aſtoniſhment, of heart ro hypocriſieand 
ſuperſtition 5 Trat is to ſay, ſome ſuch man as is 
well skilled, by an apparant SanRtitie of leoke or 
demurencls of Countenance, to make ſhew in pub- 
like of his Deuotion (as they tearme ir,) which our 
b'cefſed Sautour haib commanded to referue for 
our priuatc Cloſcrs, and ſuch a one as praying in 
publ.ke like a Pharifie at a Faſt, can cunningly 
change the coppic of his Countenance at plea- 
{uce, which manner of  behaujour, howbeit in- 
deed and in truth it bee nothing but Hypocrifie, ' 
yet it is tiled by our Socictie, Edification torſooth, 
and Denuotion. 
Verily Chriſtian, I doe euery day more and 
more p/aincly percciue, and doe exceedingly be- 
waile to {ce, that this is the very foundation where- 
Ypoa our Socictic is built, nor will wy Conſcicace 
cuer 
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euer ſuffer me to bee at quier, till I haue purged my 
ſelfe from theſe pollutions, 

But if ſo be, that your ſclfe hauing your vnder- 
ftanding foreſtalled with daily Cuttome, which is 
a ſecond Nature , doe not yer perhaps perceiue 
thus much, I will vndoubtedly prove varo you by 
infallible Demonſtrations, how you may be ableto 
colle& ihus much by very touch and feeling, 
which chough it bee the moit Rupid of all Sences, 
yet it is the moſt infallible and bardeft to bee de- 
cciucd. 

CuniSTlAN, Indeed, ſayd I, Paul,l doe con- 
feſſe chat I doe not yer fully vaderftand thus much, 
Wherefore if you ſuppoſe me to be inveloped in 
a Myſt of leſuitiſme, be a meanes I beſcech you 
tha: I may Difcerne, at the leaft by touching the 
meaning of theſe things, whereof you haue now 
begun to ſpeake. 

Payr. VVcll then, ſaid hee, come hither vnto 
me yet a litle neerer, and by calling thy memory to 
an accompt, lay thy hand (as it were) vpon all chac 
SanCtity wherevf thou haſt had experience hither- 
to, partly in thy fclfe, and partly in other I: ſuites, 
and weighing the ſame deliberately together wich 
the ſcuerall diſpoſitions of the peop!e, as they are 
Italians, Spaniards, French,vt Dutch, ingenuous or 
blockiſh, tree-borne, or baſe, conſider them apart 
ſzriovfly,fo ſhalt thou at laſt bee reſolued, 1 aſſure 
my ſelte, that thou haſt eucr obſcrued, and rooke 
noticcof more frequent and outward expreflions 
of Ieſuiticall Deuotion in Spantards, and Italians, 
then in Germans, French, or other Nations, and 
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moſt vſually in ſcrui!e and blockifh companions, 
much more then in f.ec-borne and ingenueus Gen- 
tlemen, 

Now as touching the Spaniard himſelfe, you 
ſhall find chat this Diſpoſition in him, preceedeth 
meerely trom his ſeruile Education ia the Chritti. 
an Religion : For there is in Spaine (as your ſelfe 
know as well as I doe) fo tri a courſe taken for 
inquiry into eucry particuler man, touching his 
profeiſion, at the leaft of the Romane Relig10n, and 
the ſame is ſo narrowly watched for flying away, 
that except the very Sonnes and Children them. 
felues (hall bring a Faggot to the burning of their 
Fathers, (if once they be adjudged Heretickes ) and 
ſo become little lefle then the Execurioners of their 
Pareats, they are generally reputed Heretickes, and 
worthy to fry with them in the ſame flame, 

Whereby it is apparant enough, that the Spent- 
ards of neceſſitie muſt be Superſtitious, and very 
frequent in all outward afts of Devor:on, and both 
in lite and death Romane Cathol.ques. Y :a,they had 
need to take heed, that chey doe not-ſo much as 
ſmell like an Heretirke,when they are rorten in their 
Graves, leaſt if they have fallen ſhort in outward 
teſtimonies of Religion, they happen to bee ſu{pe- 
Ked touching the Faith, and come ro be moſt ſe. 
verely perſecuted to the third and fourth gene. 
ration, 

How then can it bee poſſiblely, that the Sparfh 
Nation, being borne and bred, educated and in. 
Arructed in ſuch infinite ſlaucric of minde, being al. 
ſo by Nature hotand chollericke ſhould chuſc but 

be 
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be moſt violent, or (if you plcaſe ro tearme it (vo) 
n.ot Devourt mn his Religion ? 

Yea, how could the Deuii} himſelte it hee were 
iyablc to the Spaniſh Inquifrion, how could hee a- 
voyd it, burthce mult be compelled at all times to 
transforme himſeife into an Angelio! light, and to 
acquire ſowe habite, at the leaſt ro pur on an out- 
fide of Romiſh ſuperſtition and ſeeming Sartitie f 
From this Fountaine iprung that Tenatizes de Loie- 
{1, who being a Soulcier, and by the vatour of the 
French at the {cidge of the Caſtle at Pampeloun, in 
the Kingdome of Navarre, ſpoyled tor tollowing 
that profc ſon any longer, and outſtripping all o- 
thers in Superſtition , became the Founder of the 
leſuiticall Order, by whom hee might in time to 
come, not onely bec reuenged of the 7rench, but 
a'ſo make a Conqueſt of all the Chriſtian world 
be(ides, 

You ſhall alſo obſerue in 1talians, that they are 
exceedingly frequent in thoſe outward aGts of re- 
ligious Deuotion, and that through a naturall in- 
clination which they haue co hypocrifie and diffi- 
mulation, as a Nation which cuer hath bin (as ap« 
peareth by all their antient Monuments aad Re- 
cords) very ſuperſtitious, and are to this day incli- 
nable to worſhip a multitude of Dezttes, and mar 
ueilous prone to Idolatrie; infomuch, that it may 
calily be demenftrated, how out of this Cup of 
Fornication, that people hath powred out many 
things into Chriſtian Religion, and infeQed it 
throughout with deadly poyſon. VWherewith the 


whole Chriſtian world beipg for the moſt part in- 
ticed 
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ticed anddeceiued , by the ſweetneſle, delirioul- 
nefſe, Antiquity, and faire ontfide thereof 1 is, ina 
manner quite incbriated, whiles day by day in the 
matter of ſaluation, they reſort to a Rabble of 
Romiſh Deities, and roa Numberleſſe number of 
Saints fo: ſooth,ſubftitured by the Popes of Reme,in 
roome of the H-athen Gods, and propounded to 
be invocated and prayed vinto, and them multip!y- 
ed continually, though nor 1n deed, yet in their 
names,as alſo to many Goddcflcs, feminine Saints, 
amongſt wiom queftionles the Virgin ary was 
brougat in as in the place of Ceres, whom the Re- 
man Matrons in the time of Heatheniſme, did 
molt religiouſly adore with burning tapers,at ſich 
time of the yeare as the Feaft of Candl:mas or Puri- 
fication 5 che bleſſed Virgin was enacted, 

Which thing, I am therather induced to beleeue 
ſecing that for the increaſe of their I4olatrv, this 
very folemnity was purpoſely contriued to fall inro 
the moneth of February, that being the {<|fe ſame 
time of the yeere the antient heathen Romanes kept 
their Feaft called Februs, offering vp 1acrifices 
for all foules, and for the purging oc expiating of 
the ſinnes of the whole City. 

For indeed, all the people of Rome, at that time 
of the yeare (as their owne VVriters reſtific) was 
wholly taken vp with making Oblations and Sacrie 


+ fices, with lighted Torches and waxen Candles a» 


bout the Scpulchers of the Dead, far obtaining of 
reft co the Soules of their friends departed. And 
finding the Scriptures of God, vawilling of them- 
{elues to conſeat to this Idolatry, they haue forced 

and 
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and drawn them thereunto, (as it were)by the head 
and ſhoulders, and hauing by chance flumbled 
vponone booke or other that ſeemeth to approue 
that opinion in ſome forr, they haue made that 
booke Canonical!, that ſo their opinion might bee 
made altogether an Article of our Faith,in defence 
whereot,as well as of other points,all the DoQors, 
| (errathe: Doddipoles) of the Romance Church doe 
Jabour till they (weate againe, bur all in vaine, till 
ar the laſt perceiuing, that they nothing aduantage 
their caylc, by all the new Arguments they can 
deuiſe, and rake vp day by &ay, they retire in the 
end of all to the traditions of the Church as to their 
ſhore Anchor and onely fatc harbour in that caſe : 
VWhen as neuerthelefle, that very tradition it (elfe 
is for the moſt part (I may fafely lay altogether) 
vnderpropped by that great and principall Idoll 
of Rome,which wich its greatneſſe doth (in a man-« 
ner) reach vpto heauen. Yea maketh it ſelte equall 
to thateuer to bee adored and blefled Trinity, by 
that triple Crowne it weareth, and that threefold 
gemiculation which is expeQecd from all ſuch as 
dare ro approach neere vnto him, 

Neither indecd,can I ſuppoſe that the Germaines 
and Bohemians, being naturally and of themſclues 
inclinable to true piety, did fo cafily fall off from 
the Church of Roxze, for any other cauſe fo much 
as for this z to wit, becaule in regard of that hone- 
tie and grauirie of manners which is in them by 
Nature, they haue cuer abhorred & cannot awa 
with-co this day a multitude of Idols and Cere- 
MORics, 
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monies, with all that lcuity of Minicke repreſenta. 
tions and ſuperſtitions, howbeit indeed they haue 
defiled themſclues for many yeeres together with 
this Idolatry and inconftancie, being ouerborne by 
the autbority of that Romene Idol}, and that infal- 
libllity of Spirir, which they ſo bragge that they 
h 1d in Feefimple,or at the leaſt hane an everlaſting 
leaſe thereof ro themſelues and their poſterities for 
euer. And though it be ſo, that ſome men being 
caught by our Jeſaites, with the glorious names 
of Hierome, Ambroſe, Auguſtine, Bernard Thoma 
Aquinas,& other Saints,do retunre to their former 
a8bominations, ſurely they are none but illicerate, 
and vnexperienced youthes or none of the wileſt 
and knowing men, but rather ſuch as being diſtra- 
Red with an importunate and confuſed rumour, 
of Learning an1 Holineſſe, are not able to vnder- 
ſtand the miſtery of this buſineſſe , or to diſcerne 
aright of matters in queſtion, nor doe perceiue that 
toraſmuc'\, as theſe Fathers of our Societic haue 
made the Biſhop of Rome an earthly Dezty,by ap- 
propriating vnto him a {oueraigne Power, oner all 
perſons, and an infailibility of truch in do@trine,fo 
in lieu of this their Curreſfre ro him, this Romar- 
God- Almighty hath likewiſe conferred vpon them, 
and by a tree donation cntavied vpon them and 
their poſterity the name ot holy Fachers, tor eucr 
and eucr, 

And a'l this only for this purpoſe that ſo godly a 
peece of Doctrine deuiſed by chem,and rending ſo 
much to the vpholding of kis Fatheraoog (I had 

| almoſt 
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almoſt ſaid falſhood,) might not ſeeme any hu- 


maine deuice, but rather as it were 3 Diwvize conſti- 
tution and an Oracle from Heanen: and that him- 
ſelfe euermoxe relying thereupon, might by vertue 
of his Diuine prerogative, haue power to create and 
ordaine for the whole Chriſtian wo1ld, what Acrti- 
cles of Faith hee pleaſed, 

Laſt of all, who doth not ſee, that ſe1uile and 
bleckiſh Companions (tor theſe onely remaine in 
our Diuifion) doe for this very cauſe both more 
willingly fall into, and more obftinately maineaine 
this blockiſh and ſuiſh Religion, as more natural- 
ly agreeing to themtelues and their inclinations, 

But this point I am ſure, your ſclfe vndeiſtand 
perte&ly, who haue but a few dayes agoe (as you 
cannot chuſe but remember) expreſſed vnto mee 
your owne particular griefe, for the end and bloc- 
kiſh qualities of the Collegiates, when you related 
vnto me not without indignation, that after you 
returned from Jtalie into Germany, you were ex- 
ccedingly molefled in mind with Conſideration 
thereof,arfd did many a time wiſh your lelfe out of 
this world, rather then to liue te be conftrained to 
doe any thing 2gainſt your Calling, which this 
thought, and the experience you had of the 
truth thereof, did wonderfully weaken and infringe: 
to wit, that in theſe parts, there were none obler- 
ued to enter into or at the leaſt to continue in that 
Society of Jefoites, but the very Dcegs of Man» 
kind, ſuch as were hardly capable of reaſon, much 
lefle of rrue Piety aud Religion : vato whom neuer- 
thelcfſe, becauſe they exceed in number, you muſt 
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conforme your ſelte in all things, if you defire to 
live in peace abroad, and enioy any quiet or Con» 
tent at home. 

And thus I haue made knowne vnto you, the 
foundation of our Society,let vs now proceed vnto 
the body thereof, the cſtate whereof is caſily diſco- 
ueredfrom the originall, as ic were, and cauſes 
therof, For inaftuch as our Societie vw moſt im- 
pudently arrogateth to it ſelfc che nameof LES, 
is compoſed of fuch a ft1cke of Hypocrites and [u- 
perftitious perſons, it deſerueth rather to bge tear- 
mcda Phariſaicall Religion: howbcit ( asT haue 
ſaid) it bee clothed with the moſt glorious name 
of Izs v, to the end that wretched mortals might 
henceforch haue the Enemies and Traitors of their 
owne (alvation , not onely lurking vnder ſheepes 
clothing,but alſo vader the very ornament of Divi. 
nity, that by chis meancs the very Ele (if it could 
bee poſſibly ) ſuſpecting no falſhood robee vnder 
ſo glorious a name of truth, might bee drawne into 
crrours 

Now the whole body of our faciety,belides their 
Father Generall , who is the Head and Cor/pheme 
of this Order, comprehendeth only rhele fixc forts 
of perſons.

The profeffors of 4.Vowes are ſo called,becauſe 


that ouer and aboue the 3. common vowes of Po. 
verty, Chaſtity,& Obedience, they make a peculiar 
vow of Obedience to the Pope of Reme , andpro- 
miſe him,that they will diſperſe and publiſh the er- 
rors and ſuperſtitions of the Romane Religion 
throughout all che world, whenſocuer he ſhall com- 
mand, Noy petito viatico , at their owne coſt and 
charges, 

And apaine,vn:o the FatherGenerall they vow, 
Ab negationem honorum,to renounce all honours , 
forfooth, becauſe they will not be made Cardinals 
out of the Societie, and yet therein they are made 
very Cardinals in the Socictie, as out of whom 
onely their Father Generall, who is in effe& no- 
thing elſe but the Pope of that Societic, muſt bee c- 
le&ed, and vpon whom as ypon hinges, the whole 
Societic may depend and be turned euery way for 
aduantage. VVhich men alſo may retaine a pub- 
lique repute of being Learned and Holy men : and 
{orhis lying and fooliſh Societie, whiles it ſuppo- 
ſeth that ic auoydeth Ambition, or would bee 
thought ſo to doe, falleth headlong into it, not 
wuch vnlike rhole fooliſh Phyloſophers, whom 
Cicero mentioneth,, who by ſetting - their owne 
Names vpon thoſe Bookes, which they had writ- 
ten touching the Contempr of Glory, haue there- 
in fooliſhly fiſhed tor vaine Glory to themlelues. 

Now choſe who haue protcfled three vowes are 
as very Byſhops in the ſocictic, and whereas in 0- 
ther Orders this degree is not diftinguiſhed from

| and more cminent, it many yeares after a man hath 
becne made Prieſt he inay be admitted to profefſi- 
on, as vnto a Byſhopricke, By which diftinQions 
they mak? it appeare vnto vs euidently enough , 
that they haue conuerted the bale ſhew of Ambi- 
tion, into a moſt beautifull and glorious pifture , 
or outfide of vaine glory , which might moue all 
all men liuing with ics beautie,and might allure and 
retaine vnto it ſelfe, a great number of perſons of 
all eſtates, an degrees, and ot both ſexes, 

Marks thy, Whereas,if men looking leriouſly into this out- 
ward forme, and formall outſide ; and with the 
picrcing eye of true vnderftanding fhould behold 
the inſide thereof ; queſtionlefſe , they might there 
diſcouer cloſely concealed vnder our focietie, that 
ſecond _eaft which maketh all the world roworſhip 
the ftiſt, Apoe.,13.12. 

For by the firſt þ=aft, | vaderſtand the Byſhop of 
Rome,'vho in regard of that ſecular pow:r which 
he viurpes,is indeed and in truth chat Antichriſt 
whom ourTociety now cauſeth ro bee worſhipped 
a!moſt all the world oucr,and that it muſt continue 
to doe focuerlaſtingly, hath bound it ſelfe by that 
their fourth and more peculiar vow. 


Makes. Now that which our blefled Lord and Saviour

Spiritual] Coadjutors ( vader which name are 
eomp:chended all Prieſts and profeſſors of Dii- 
nity or Phyloſophy, and all and fingular teachers 
of the inferjour Arts not yet hauing made profefit--__ 
on ) hauing firſt vowed Poverty,Chaſtity, and O. 
bedience, doc afliſt this beaſt in peruerting and (e- 
ducing of Soules vato the firſt Beaſt, Whereas 
many one {hall approue himſelfe more apt and in- 
genuous then his fellowes, ſo is he the more quick- 
ly admitted by profeſſion to bee a Member of this 
M nfter. 

Now thoſe who are called Temporall Coadju- 
eors,hauc charge to prouide for the backe and bcl- 
ly of chis Beaft, purueying and prouiding tor the 
ſune and intermedling with all Domeſt:cke buſt. 
neſle, 

Laſtly, Schollers and Novices are maintained at 
home, to this end onely, leaſtat any time there 
might prooue adgigftin the Body of this Mone 
ter. But thot as old eaten limbes ſhall happen 
to decay,and fall off ſo» ficſhand new ſupplies may 
be ſtill made out of this Storehouſe ox Seminarie

increaſed continually, this Beaſt is accuſtomed r9 
foreſtall the vaderſtanding of her whelpes, if chey 
haue any, and co bind vp their very fences, admo- 
niſhing or rather Commanding in good earneſt, 
thatall chings which che Superior ſhall Command, 
be performed with blind obedience, and that what. 
ſoeuer our ſuperior ſhall doc, bee paſſed ourr with 
blind judgement, without ſo much as Conſidering 
whether it be good and profitable, or hurtfull and 
damnable, which is enioyned or done, foraſmuch 
as euery ſuch thought raketh away the merit and 
valour of obedience. In which particuler, our So- 
cietic tolloweth the ſteps of the Canoniſts thoſe 
moſt pernicious flatterers of the Popes, and fedu- 
cers of the whole Chriſtian world, For theſe were 
the onely men, who in times paſt perſwaded all 
Chriſtian Churches, that the Byſhop of Rome was 
of ſuch Soucraigne power, and authoritic ; chat 
a'beir, hee ſhould lead the whole world into Dam- 
netion, no man had power to con:rele him, no 
man might be ſo bold as to demand of him a rea- 
ſon for fo D:uilith an a&. 

And cuen thus altogether,or rather a great deale 
worle, doth this Societic of ours inftrut her No- 
nices, reaching that wharſoeugg,our Supericurs in- 
ioyneth to bee done or doth himſcl'e, is not onely 
nor to be queſtioned (much lefſe to be found fault 
withall) but eucr to bee preſuppoſed as holy and 
good,to vic the very words of our Father /gnatiae.

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And all this onely to this end ( forſooth ) that 
all their Foolery, Idolatry, and Superſtition, 
may at length obtaine the name of Holincſſ:, and 
bee adored as Ordinances of the Societie,

feeling (38 it were) of the ſumme ot our Re'igion, 

Neither doc I doubt, but that now at laſt, thou 
vnderſtandeſt how exrreamely wee haue deceiued 
our {elues,and bin gulled in making choyce of this 
kindeof life , and how veniall a finne wee ſhall 
commit , in wichdrawing our ſclues from the 
ſame.

Cuntsrian: Theſc are monſtrous and horri- 
ble things indeed Pay, and truly in my minde 
I have ofcen ſcene ſuch kind of Monſters in 1taly , 
but I blinding my vnderſtanding,as our own: con- 
ſtiturions doc entoyne vs, did ſuppoſe thele things 
to benothing, bur deuiſes of Sathan, whereby to 
divert me our of my cowſe, and hauing but once 
ſhouldered mee our of my calling , by the loſs 
_—_— to caſt mec headlong inco cuerlaſting mi- 
tics 

Now you, for your part ( ſo farre as I diſcerne) 
putting confidence in moſt abhominable prodi- 
pics, rather chen che ſtrongeft argumenis , endea» 
our to diſgrace both our owne firſt Calling , and 
the whole Religion of Repve : which ching if ſhall 
yeeld vnto you as — done, {ccing you ace but 

o0a6 
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one man in this kind, I ſec no reaſon why, the fame 
libercie may not be granced to the particuler Sefts 
of all orhers that cawiil at Religion. Foraſmuch,as 
there is no op 'nion which may not ſceme to bee 
pioued our of holy S:riptu-e, being vaderſt»od 
and interpreted by euery man as (hall beſt ſtand 
Witl: t1is particular liking. 

Bur yet conſidering , that ali thy rytations tou- 
ching theſe Mor.ſt:rs are wondertuli prubable,and 
the other things allo molt evident, ard fuch as doe 
c-nvince the ſence and vnderfiznding, I cannor 
herein 6-4T:or from you, nor indeed may I with 
ſitery, freeing I know you to bee as learned and in- 
genious as 0; S5cictie affoorderi1 any, I will ra- 
thercndczunur to rene vp my lelte, and call toex- 
aft 2ccompe my beſt vaderſtanding 1 this cafe, 
which as you ſay,is oucrclouded with Jeſarticall de. 
Iuſions, and vnt»!d the moſt implicite notions of 
my heart touching the Socierie of Teſu/tes, that af. 
terwards you may expreſſe more at large, what is 
the very Species, forme, and Character of a Jeſuite, 
whom all che Ciuiftian world fo much honourech 
and adoretih. 

And now to theend,that 1 may after your exam: 
ple tall out of hand vpon the fundamentall points

I did in my younger dayes (I affure you) ſup- 
poſe, that the founcarion of this Societie was al. 
together Diuine, and me thought I was no longer 
conueriant on catti, ſo ſoone as I was admitted in»

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to this ſocierie, as I thinke it is a viua'l thing with 
all our Nouices, or the greatefi part of them to be 
ſo off. ted. For lo great 18 the power 01 Cur Con» 
tinued n:editations toucking c:uine {ubizts, that 
a nan ſeemeth cuer ro bee borne a new. nut of na- 
turall parents , but alter a peculiar manner borne 
a Jeſurre in the Socicetie of TES/Y SS, cucn as 
Cxx1sr our Redecmer was iucarvate by the holy 
Ghoſt, 

And thus the whole nature of man being in a 
manerDeifizd coth witnes,as waichdoth from that 
time forward, wherein it hath giucn it ſeife to nic» 
dirations of this nature alrogerher forbeare co 
paper and feed the body, abandoneth all {3ci-tic 
of the fl:th, by whipping and oh voluntary af. 
f:&ions of the 50Ty, rettraineih and fuppieff:ch 
pleaſure as a b'ot of infamy and diſnoncur, ac. 
knowledgeth in cuerv Spirituali brocher the 1- 
mage of the Lord our God) ar our eighteenth Rule 
commandeth, anc wicthall abjureth and diſpiferh 
riches, honours ang a!! {uch things, as bycl.c vul- 
gar ar: accounted moſt exceiient and precious, 

And this was indeed (withour any diſſimulati- 
on) my firme and conſtant perſwalion as touching 
the ſocietie of 7eſuites, in the tuft yeere ot my ad- 
miſhon tkereunto. 

Eur this other yeere, waen by chance I met with 
our ſapan-Letters, and there amonglt other things 
had read, not without altcn:{hmenr, that among 
them of 7apan being our Antipoces, theie are cer- 
raine :eligious men, whom they call Jamambuxe, 
or Soulgiers of the Vallies, who purpolc!y to ar. 

2 tain 
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eaine an opinion of Sanftimony,doe puniſh them- 
ſclues gricuor fly, doc watch very wuch, doc Faſt 
excecding long, and doc giue chemſclues wholly 
to ceriaine Meditations com poſed of their owne 
heads , and that they preuaile ſ» farre by theſe 
things, that they are beleeued many tines, (as in» 
ſpiced with an holy inſtin&) ro ſpeake Oracles, and 
are accounted by ali co bee pe: tc& and Holy men; 
th:neſpecially, when as they make no bones of it to 
ki'l chemſelues voluntarily for their [doll, 

Wien I had (as I aid) vnderſtood theſe and ma- 
ny other like paſſiges out of Letters, written nor 
anely by men of our Order, bur alſo publiſhed in 
Prince, I affure you I was amazed, and did ſo ſhake 
asf | had newly fallen from Heauen to Earth, 

For vpon a ſudden it came into my minde, to 
thinke that nothing could bee deuiſed more like to 
our Religion; and that therefore,it was veheracntly 
ro be ſuſpected, leaſt all this our Spiricuall courſe 
of l:fe ſhould not proue Divine,but Humaine one- 
ly and Phariſaicall. Foraſmuch, as very 1Jolators 
and Heathens wancing the light of the Goſpel,doe 
attaine thereunto ; and indeed ſuch Heathens, as 
are ſaid to be wondrous like both in Nature, Man- 
ners and Diſpoſition,to our moſt ingenious Exre. 
Pians; I meanc our Italians, and Spaniards ; fo that 
now it is apparanr, that the like Religions haue bin 
deviſed and eſtabliſhed by men of like natures and 
inclinations, 

And what a firange thing is ir, that among thoſe 
Ethnicks of 74per, nat oncly our proteflion of Je- 


{nitiſme, but in a ſort the very entire Gouernmenc 
of 


Ly , 
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of the Romane Hierarchy may be ſcene apparantly, 
founded and cftablithed by an Heathen Spirir, 

For in the ſame Letcers, it is related, thar one 
chicfe man throughout the whole Empire of 1apan, 
doth hold the chiefe place of a ſupreame Iudge in 
muters Ecclefiafticall, who is lirtle lefſe then wor- 
ſhipped as a God, and generally reputed ſo Holy a 
man, that hee may not be ſuffered to tread on the 
ground, and Comandeth farre & wide many times 
vpon occafion, enen contefting with thoſc heathen 
Princes : Moreouer,this man hath the ordering and 
making of all the T#nd; among them, who are in 
effec che Byſhops of that Nation; albeit, the no- 
mination of them (as it is reported) be in ſome pla. 
ces in the Gouernours power ; which Tusd; are 
thereupen,in great and ſingular «ftceme both with 
high and low, and doe conterre Pcieſthoods, doe 
appoint Fafting-dayes, and grant Licences for ea- 
ting of Fleſh, to ſuch as vpon Holy dayes goe on 
+ "Wd ro the Chappcls of theyr Saiats and 

ols, 

Yea and further, the ſets of the Bonty which a. 
riſe among them, and are nothing elic bur the 
Monkes of /apen, haue no authority oreſtimation 
among the people; valeſſe this great man hauc ap » 
—— him by his letrers Patents and teſtimonia!s: 
Furchermore, theſe Bonty are (aid to inhabite very 
large and ſpacious Colledges, after the manner of 
our Monkes, to liu* a ſingle life, to ereft an Altar 
inthe middeſt of their Chappel|, wherevpon they 
place a woodden repreſentation of Amida (itting

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And laftly, that theſe Bonty are for the moſt part 
the ſonnes ot Nob/emen, in regard that the Nobt. 
lity of 74pan, being full of Children,do vſually take 
a Courlc to procure thele ſonnes of theirs entered 
into the Ocder of the Bots, tor whom they are nor 
able to provide otherwiſe, 

You might ſtile rheſe men Chriſtian Aorkes, 
or (if you pieaſe) hauing reſpect ynto their qualities 
Clergy men and Prelates of the Church of Rome, 
ifeucr the light of the Goſpell had in any meaſure 
ſhined vpon them before the comming of our men 
amengſt them: or 1tcuerany Chriſtian at all had 
gone lo farre as vnto them, whereby they mighe 
hauc heard of theſe things and haue imitated 
them, 

Neitheris przyer for their dead wanting among 
theſe lapanezes, howbeit in that they ate a little 
wore [.,perfitittons then wee, For in the moneth of 
Auzuſt,' hey are c bierued to fer zfide 2.,whole daies 
tor Aforation of the Spirits of the Dead, And 
chat a little before Night, they fet vp a greatnum- 
ber ot Lampcs andother Lights about the doores 
of their hovles, with much varicties of Paintings 
and trimmings. That alterwards they waik: round 
about che Citicall night long, partly tor Dcuotion 
ſake, and partly to looke about them. ; 

Alſo, that towards the Evening, a great tort of 
people doe wa!ke eutof the Citic to meetthe Spi- 
rits of their cad friends, now comming towards 
them. as the+ (forſooth) imagine, VVhen they are 
at acertaine ſer place, where they {uppole that the 


Ghoſts of their decealed Friends doe meet _ F 
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ficſt, they ſalute them kindly, cuen as if they ſaw 
them; ſaying you are heartily welcome, wee haue 
wanted your good Compaaic long, I pray you fic 
downea while and refreſh your {clues with ſome 
vituals, tor wee know you cannot chulſe bur be 
wearie. 

Then they ſer vpon Tables (as a banquet for the 
Ghofts to tecd vpon) Rice, Fruits, and orher Vie 
ands , and whea they have demurred about an 
houres ſpace, as if they thought ir high time to 
make an end, they invite and increat them to come 
home to theyr bouſ*s; ſaying, wee will goz betore 
and prouide ſume good cheere tor you. Allo,ir is 
obſerned, that afſnane as the(e rwo dayes are ouer, 
they walke our of the Citic againe both men and 
women wirh lighted Torches, co condudt them 
(forfooth) whoarc now vpon departing, leaft they 
ſhould {tumble in che darke or hurt themſclues a+ 
gainſt any thing. 

Yet further it is obſerued likewiſe, that when 
they returne into the Citie againe, they make a dis 
ligent ſearch abour all their high roomes, and ry- 
lings of their houſes, by cafting vp flones thereon, 
leaſt any of the Spirits (cf whom they are in bodily 
fea'e) ſhould re:naine behind in ſecret, 

Moreower, it is written from thence, that wh-n 
thole Japonezes were denianed ty our men, why 
they did fer to thoſe Spirits 3 banquet, they made 
an{were,that chey zre vpon their way towards their 
P.radice, which ſay ey, was ten thouſand Milli. 
ons ef miles, and was a journey rhat could not bee 
ended in lcfſe thea three yeares time; and therefore 


they 
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they roake vp their refiing place there for a while 
co refreſh then;ſclues, and to enable them.the bet- 
tc .2 hold out to their journeys end... 

Buc inall theſe things ic is obſerued, thar the 
Font, the Priefis and Biſhops of Zapar doc all in 
ail, : 2G thatthere is no family, though neuer ſo 
meaie, but itmuſt offer ore guitt or other to the 
Bomt 4, tox the peace of the ſoules of their deceaſed 
Fricnds 

I Omie for brevity ſake, their Holy water, theis 
pots of ſweet odours ſet oucr hot coalcs to make 
perfume, their many and large Indulgences which 
theſe Boxty dee tender vnto the people, who are 
frequent at their preachments, and earich their 
Cloyſters. Their beades to pray vpon, which a 
great number of the Japarezes doc daily runne 0- 
ner,not onely within their priuate houſes, bur pub- 
liquely alſo,carrying them abour in their hands all 
ouer the Citty praying to their Am/da,and to their 
Xaca for riches, honours, proſperous health, and e- 
ucrlafting Comforts. All which things verily are 
ſo true, that they arc both obſerued and written by 
men of our owne Order, and I hauc in rclating 
thereof made vic almott Yerbatims of that tranflati- 
on,which our Father Petrus Mafſewus hath made 
out of the Italian into Latine. 

And this indeed was an opinion of mine, or ra- 
ther (as my Confefſor told:me) a rempration of the 
Devill caft into my mind, touching the Societic 07 

. Jeſuites and the whole Chyreh of Ronse, which, for 
all that I was hardly able in wany dayes to thruſt 
out of my thoughts, by oppoling through ejicula- 

tions 
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tions of heart (as they rerme them) and through 
faſtings with ortier aſflitions ofthe body, a whole 
troupe of Arguments of this nature, violently bur- 
ſting in vpon my vnderſtanding day and night, 

Aud now before this tewptation was well diſ- 
we and oucrcome, behold vpon a ſudden there 
ell vpon me another” of the ſame nature which ſs 
bandled me, as ſcarcely it left any life in me ; For 
ſhortly after it ſo fell out,that we had the 18,Chap- 
ter of the third booke of Xings read vnto vs at din- 
ner time, for our Spirituall repaſt, wherein is con. 
tayned the ftory of the Prieſts of Bal, and how 
for the pleaſing or appcafing of their Idol), they 
had a Cuſtome to cut themſclues with kniues and 
launces till they bled amaine. Which words when 
I heard our Chaplaine read, for (I confefſe) I was 
not then a Diuine, neicher had I euer as then read 
ouer the holy Scriptures, verily I did eremble and 
ſhake all over as if I had beene taken with a ſudden 
fit of an Ague, nor had I any further ſtomacke to 
my dinner at that time,as remembrine(ro be crueto 
you) our owne whippings whereby as well as with 
kniues& launces weour {clues are cruel to our own 
| fleſh, many times ſpilling not alittle of our owne 
| ' ji blood, and I cannot fay,but as theſc Iapaneze 7eſu- 
0 res whom I rold you cf, that they haue named 14- 
man buxs, ſome of vs at ſometimes become guilty 
\f of our owne deaths, I am ſure wee ſpoyle our 
healths by ir, But 1 feare leaſt theſe and five hun- 

: dred more fpirituall doubts , mentioned by me - 
4 touching the Societie, may bee triviall to bee pre. 
En pounded vnto ſo judicious and graue a Divine, as 
your 
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your ſelfe,not being worth your taking notice of, 
Wherefore letting other paflages flip by vs, 1 will 
be bold to deſcribe vito you onely two, Holy,and 
Cathelique, that is to ſay, {talian Monſters and I- 
dols, the maintenance whereot our Society hath 
peculiarly raken vpon themſelues, and cencernirg 
which, I 2m troubled and hauc bin theſe ren yeares 
together, how 1 might make them Holy in my ei. 
mation, as they are made Catholique long fince, 
Out of which diſcourſe of mine, you ſhall perceiye 
your opinion rouching the Society of Jeſuites and 
the Romaye Church, wonderfully confi;med and 
eftablypcd. 

The one of theſe Idols, I my ſelte haue ſeene at 
Reme in the Chappell of ST. Ps Ter, whica Idoll, 
men viually call the Vicar of Cyr1st, 

And I aſſure you, when ficſt I law it, I was of an 
opinion, that it was cither Canter bimſclfe, 
or furcly ſomething more eſteemed of then 
Cuntsr; foraſmuch,as all the people which floc- 
ked thither for deuotion ſake, ſo ſoone as euer thy 
beheld ir, ſer on high on a Throne and ſupported 
by the hands of red men like Seraphin Angels, 
(leaſt perhaps it might daſh its foor againſt a ſtone) 
tell downe infiantly vpon their knees beating their 
brefts, and pertorming ſuck outward adts of De- 
votion in that kind, as appertaineth to none but 
Godcnely, 

Ohholy Cnz1sr, (did my ſoule then inftane. 
ly ery out in priuate) how long will it pleaſe thee 
to ſufter this , that as low as thy ſelfe being true 


G OD, haft numbles thy ſeite on earth, fo high thy 
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Vicar being but a wretched and a fintull man, ſhall 
exroll and aduance himicife abous all heavens ? 
That whereas rhou hadft no kingdome heere z yea, 
haſt ard, that thy K was not of this world, 
neicher wauglK take vpon thee any Kiogly Maicſty, 
Thy Yicar neuerthelefle ſhould have right and in- 
cereft in all Kingdomes , and (hould our-ft:ip all 
Kings and Potcntates z yea, even thee, O King of 
Kings,in wordly Pompe and heauen!y Maicſty of 
Srace. 

That whereas thy Diſciple S*. Pare, who is 
faid to haue bin Created the firſt Pope, would not 
permit Cornelis the Centurion ſo much ag,co fall 
downe at his feer, much leffe ro kifle them z-but in- 
ſtantly rooke him vp, ſaying ; CAriſe, for 7 alſo am 
4 man: his Succeſſor tor a!l that, forgetting him- 
ſelte to bee aman ſhould fir on high, as a very God 
Almighty, whoſe tcet all men muftfall downe at 
and kiflc ? 

But yet I recalled my ſelfe by and by, and 
ſomewhat pacified my minde with this Medita» 
tion : Surely, (ſaid I )-it is altogether neceſſary, 
that the Pope ſhould reraine this bis eutward 
Pompeand Maiefty, the better by that meanes- 
to draw voto him the proud Emperours, Kings 
and Princes of this world, and to retaine them 
in true Obedience; as alſo to daz:ll the eyes of 
the vulgar people, to the end that what cannot 
be done amongſt ſuch men by Humilicie, may ar 
leaft bee brought about by Subtiltie and Poli. 
cic, that whercas hee is not able to preſerue hig 


"reputation by teſtimonies of his owne Holinefle 
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and vertue, as Cux1sr and- his Apoſtles and 
other Holy men haue done, hee may vphold ir at 
leaſt by the outward glory of another , leaft that 
whereas the auncient Romaxes were intimes paſt 
Lords of the whole World, if the power of 
the Biſhop of Reme, ſhould not extend it ſe!fe 
fully both co Heaven and Hell, yea and Parge- 
toric alſo, a place deuiſed for this purpole ; the 
Pope might hap to ſeeme inferiour to them, 
or at the leaſt not greater, 

That as Iwpiter Optimus Maximus, the prime 
God of all among the Rowans , is ſuppoled ro 
firike ſorne perſons to hell with his Thunderbolr, 
ſo the Rowane Biſhop ſhould haue in like manner, 
his terrible Thunderbolt of ZExcommunication, 
whereby he might make the hearts of all Chriſtians 
eo ſhake, and mighc thruſt down as many as ſhould 
but dare to lift vp their tongues againſt this Soue» 
raigne power of his, lower then hell ic felfe if tr 
could be poſſibly, 

Laſt of all, that whereas the ancient Komanes 
being Lords of all the world , bad a moft honou- 
rable and ſtately Magiſtracie, cloathed in purple, 
whereof ſome - were Goucrnours of the Citic, 
others ruled as Yice-Royes in forraigne Nations : 
Euen ſo the Pope of Rome, fhould haue not -one- 
ly his Biſhops as Princes; but alſo his Car- 
dinals as Senators clad in- purple, who ſhould 
bee companions for the greateſt Kings , and 
out of whom alone the Yicar of Cunrsr 
ſhould bee choſen by the very inftint of the 
Holy Ghoſt, As it the Holy Ghoft ſhould 
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not aſwell be tyed to the Cardinals, thoſe baſe and 
beaſtly finckes of Luft and Ambition, us the Chaire 
ofParzx to the Citic of Rome. | 

For indeed it is true, that the Holy Ghoſt hath 
ſayd z That by his goodwill, hce cannot indure to 
dwell in any bat quiet, modeſt and humble perſons, 
and yet (forſooth) of late, he is eyen conſtrained 
by compu)fion, and (as it were) halfe againſd his 
will co reſide, whereſocuer the Church of Rome 
ſhall be pleaſed to confine him, 

Howbeit, I mult confeſle, in this caſe my Con- 
ſcience did often tcll mee, that they of che Church 
of Rome have not beene able to tyc the H ly Ghoſt 


 focloſero themiclues and their Sea, but that twen- 


ty and ſcauen ſundry times fayling of the preſence 
thereof, they haue raiſed choſe XXVII. Sch:ſmes 
which ſtand vpon Record in the Chronicles of 


their Popes : A thing which ſurely giueth infallible 


euidence, againſt cheir holy Spirit, and cauſech 2] 
the priuiledges and power thereof, to incurre a juſt 
Cenlure ; For alas ! what ſhall wee ſay ? Is it pol 
ſible, that the D:vine Godhead can bee an author 
of Errour and D:flention ? 

But when they are held cloſe to this Argument, 
then they anſwer z; That the Holy Ghoſt departed 
not from the Church of Rome , at ſuch or ſuch a 
time, but onely through the miftake of ſome, and 
ambition of others, the Church had gotten a Mon. 
ftrous head, hauing ſometimes a double, ſ:me- 
times a treble head, but that one'y one of the reſt 
was the true and lawfall head of the Church. 

Oh, what monſtrous ſpirics baue you, (the Re. 
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maniſts) what a monſtrous Church > Which can 
be compelled through Errour and Ambition, ro 
ſabfit ſo often and with ſo many counterfeir 
Heads ? To weare them ſo many yeares, and to 
inforce ſe many poore Chriſtian ſoules to accept 
and to belecue them vpon paine of Damnation for 
truc Heads of the Church, ro their owne miftake, 
the abhomination efall good men, and your owne 
and zheir moft deſperate ruine. 

Well, now I perceive plainely enough, that this 
Monfter which hath fo often had two Heads, and 
ſometimes three at once, may alſo through your 
monſtrous Luſt and Ambition, as eafily acquire 
Seauen keads at once, Bur this may be ſufficient 
couching the firſt Monfter or Idoll, 

The other Idoll I haue ſcene at Loretts, which 
the 71alians call their Lady of Loretto : And this is a 
PiCture carued (as they would haue men belecue) 
by Sf. Ly x s the Evangeliſt. And for that cauſe,ic 
is reported ro be a worker of wonderfull Miracles. 
I am not able in words to exprefle, in what infinite 
eſtimation this Idoll is held, what a report there is 
all taly ouer , of the Myracles that it worketh. 
This is the onely $4/78 that all 7ralians haue in their 
mouth preſently, whether they bee amazed with a- 
ny ſuddcn feare of Death, or taken Sicke with any 
grieuous diſcaſe wharſocuer, ; 

Vuro this Lady of Loretts, doe all forts of peo- 
. ple in ſuch caſes make Vowes, promiſe guifts, vn- 
dertake to goe on Pilgrimage vnto her Temple. 
And if it ſo fall our, that any man bee deliucied 
from any imminent danger, or dilcale, they pre» 

| | ſencly 
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ſently then ery ont a Miric'e, a Miracle. an re. 
{oluc to performe their promiſe, anc (1 »ghr 

wayes they vndertake a Pilgrimage to Le. c/to, 
Vpon theſe occafions, there 15 pic rcfort » 
Lorerts day by day our of all the j-3-.s of 7raly, 
daily are innumerable Offering. proſe wed at her 
Shrine, and painted tablcs hang. 4 vp 1a her Chap. 
pell expreffing rhe whole manner of the Mi.acles, 
And truely at the firſt £ybe thereof, the ir-finice 
multitude of Tables did ſomewhar moue me, and 
I was oi the mind chat ſoine Divinecſſence ruled 
in that place, But when I came alittle to 11y ſelfe, 
pon ſerious conſideration of all the piiſages to. 
ether, I eaſily diſcerned, that it ws nothing elſe 
bo meerely the dorage of the blockith people, 
who being onely guided by outward ſence, labour 
to hauca ſenſible God, I meane a Deitie, which 
they might ſee and feele : For vpon the one hand 
I obſerued, a man pi@ured vpon the Racke, and 
valiantly induring all thoſe torments by prayer 
made to the Lady of Loretro + hard by him was 
portrayed, a man falling from his Hoeſc, and cſca- 
ping death by a ſudden prayer made to the ſame 
Lady : On the other hand, you might ſee a multi- 
tude of Sicke people miraculouſly reſtored to 
health by calling vpon her Name : Not farce from 
chew, divers Tables of people of all forts in 8 
Rormze at Sea eſcaping the violence thereof, by 8 
Vow made to the ſame Ladyy with many others 

of like nature not to benumbred, 

Which follies,cuen C 1c zx o himſclfe, being a 
diligent obſcruer of the Kowar Superſtitions, did 
in 
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in his time ſeeme to deride in his booke De Natura 
Deorum, touching tne nature of the Gods of the 
Romanes, wherein making mention of the Philoſo- 
pher D1aG or as deriding the Romans Deities ; hee 
thus wiitzecth: That when Draconas vponatime 
was come to Samothrace, and that a triend of his 
had tooke ocafion to lay vato him; You Sir, who 
are of Opinion, that our Gods doe not heare the 
prayers of their Suppliants, and order humaine 
Aﬀaires, doe not you obſerue by this multitude 
of painted Tables, how many men by prayer to 
the Gods, haue cicaped the violence of tempeſts 
and tormes at Sca and come fate to Land ? 

Te is true indeed, (aid the Philoſopher, heere is 
a multitude of Tables of them which hbaue eſca- 
ped ; For they are no where painted that haue 
ſuffered Shipwracke, notwithſtanding, their pray- 
ers totheſe Gods in this kinde, and haue periſhed 
at SCA» 

Which anſ{were of his, was wittic and beſce. 
ming a Philoſopher; for thereby hee did cuidenc. 
ly cnough declare, that ſuch people had not bin 
preſerued by the helpe or fauour of [verrus, or 
Ivxo,or Nzvrtvx2, or any other of their ſup- 
poled Deities, ro whom they had direQted their 
Supplications 1n this caſe, Foralmuch, as many 
others beſide, and ſuch as perhaps were honefter, 
and better men then thoſe who eſcaped, though 
they had made the ſame prayers had periſhed in 
the waues., 

But foraſmuch, as all men generally were accu. 
ftomed in any time of diſirefſe to flye by prayer :© 
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one or other of thoſe ſuppoſed Deities, and that ir 
often fell out, that natural] caules being violently 
prouoked, and threatning Death, being eyther 
ſtopped in the middeft of their come, or micti. 
gated of themſelues, doe vpon a ſudden yeeld 
hopes of deliuerance, Thence is it, that the cc & 
thereof is without any good reaſon, aſcribed to 
their faincd and imaginary Deztres. 

And cuen thus and no otherw:ſe, ftandeth the 
caſe with our people of 1taly, in adoring and 
beleeuing on that Idoll of Lorerro, and offering 
vnto it Tables of Deuorion; becauſe, inaſmuch 
as all 7taly almoſt maketh prayers vnto her, and 
that ot necefſirie it muſt fall our, that by on- 
meanes or other in fo great a Multitude of peop! 
ſome few at the leaſt ſhall obraine what they hat 
prayed tor, either through the eſpeciall hand « 
God, or by the firength of nature ; And that ns 
ture at fomtimes euecn ſcemeth to worke a Miracle 
all theſe things, are by theſe ſtup1'd and blockiſ 
people artributed to their Lady of Lorerro; excey 
perhaps men would deny,that in the ſame manne- 
and fer the ſame cn, the Image of Ceres at a Cir 
called Enna in $1c:lia, 4s the ſame Cicers witnefler 
hath made open declaration of her power ar 
Godhead ( to vie Twllies owne phraſe) by mar 
Miracles and wonders many a ume, and (ull o'r; 
euen in the deſperateſt caſes afforded vnts her {u} 
pliants preſenrhelpe and remedy, 

But theſe things (as I haue formerly faid vnto 
you) almoſt none but the vulgar, and ſuch as are 
like vnto them doe runne ater and belecue, 


For 
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For even the more learned of theit owne, Phifa - 
cians, Philoſophers, and Diuines alſo, as many as 
baue not their mouthes fiopped wih ſome Eccle- 
faſt call preferment, do in their better judgements 
contemne and deride, not one!y theſe Miracles of 
Loretts but euen the very Romare religion it ſelfe 
as talſc and fained, as I eafily and apparantly dif. 
cerned at my being at Naples, where they had at 
that time obtained foe rettraint of the violence 
0 the Romane Inquiſ1ion, 

Yca and moreouer, ihele Arheifts euen ro my 
free derided my name _becaule it was Chriſtranrs, 
for in the Italian Dialett by the word C hriſtian hey 
ace wont to intimate a Blockhead, or fil! ly tooliſh 
{cow ; which thing (as I conceive) they doe for 
this reaſon, becaule in their judgement they hold 
no man fit or inclinable to belceue the Popiſh Cr. 
maraes, but ily fooles and blockheads, 

And theſe are chiefly thoſe things which came 
into my minc to {peake and relate rouching the 
Societie of Jeſuites & the Idols which it more par- 
ticularly belecueth in and adoreth, beeing rowzed 
vp thereunto by your diſcourſe, and beyond all cx- 
peCtation illuminated therewith, 

Pavri. Atthis word, Pars looking ſtedfaſt- 
ly in my face, ſpoke thus vnto mee ; I will nor 
(1aith hee) hencetorth any more enquire after the 
Cauſes of ſo great blincneſſe in the Jeſuites, 
3 will admit no more excuics, If in thee!o great 
ay} t of the truth could be depraved by Icluiti- 
Ca/; I Cucaticn and almeft quite ext in thee, as 
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Iverily ſuppoſe it had beene in all likelihood, if 
God had not ſent me hicher; VVhat may I ima- 
gine they are not able to worke in the darke and 
infatuated vnderſtanding of others? 

When he had thus ſaid, immediately the watch- 
word was giuen, that ie was time toretire from 
our walke and rectcation and both of vs in priuate 
retired to our priuate Chambers,

I 
ſpeake not ceuching your ſimpler ſort of 7eſuites, 
from whom theſe more reſerued and cloſer pratti- 
fes of the Socictic are altogether concealed, cither 
in re{pe& they are nor held wiſe enough (for- 
ſooth) ro bee acquainted with them , or that they 
are thought reo deuout to enterraine chem or elſe 
in regard of their ſhort continuance in chat S@- 
ciety : for all ſuchare ſo kept ſhort through ſeue- 
tity of D.ſcipline, that - onc of chem, cxtepe 
hee 
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hee bee wondrous quicke of ſent, can cuer ſmell 
out in the leaft meaſure what knauery is therein 
practiſed vnter a ſhzw of Holinefſe. My diſceurſe 
ovely roucheth the prime and principali fellowes 
ot that Societis, their Regents, Fathers, Provisci. 
als, and Cenerals; all which, are fo vaigerfilly 
and joyntiy cainted wich all manner of wicked- 
nefle, but eſpecially with Whoredome, Coueroul- 
nes, and Magicke, thi inde:d any realonable man 
may thinks it Irtle lefſe then a Miracle, if a Jeſuite 
of this ranke meeriny fuch another vpon a ſudden, 
and bcholding, as ir were, another picture or lively 
repreſentationof himſelf, ſhould haue power to 
abftaine from laughing outright. 

I therefore thoi-ghr it mot amifle, corſidecring the 
prewiſſee, to lay open vnto the world ſome parti- 
culer paſſages, and practiſes of that Society, of the

in the leaſt manner, For they haue no regard of 
any , they ſpare not toroote vp the very Cathe. 
tickes themſc]ues, ſo that they may pleaſuic the 
Popes Holire fi: therein, though it were with the 
berraying of their Countries,and ſerting the whole 
Chriſti-a world in a Combuſtion, And therefore 
becauſe they are in daily feare to bee maflacred by 
theſe among whom they liue, they make this pro- 
vident and time!y prevention by VWarre-like pre- 
Para.uon> 

For 
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For indeed, they are afraid (as I my ſclfe haue 
heard them confeſſe) leaſt it might betall vnto 
them as vnto the Knights Templers, who notwich. 
ſtanding they were torward cnough to ſerue the 
Pope at all times, and as good Catholickes as 
could bee wiſhed in the matter of Religion; yer, 
for theyr too much Ambition and Couetouineſle, 
whereby they became inſupportable, they were by 
the conſent of ll Chr, ſt:ay Princ2s , and not with- 
out approbation from the Pope tumleite,putrothe 
Sword ailat an isſtant, and vecerly rooted our al. 
moſt in a moment;as ſame.imes were the Pythago. 
r1ans, thoſe very Ieſuites inefte, among the Hea» 
then, ferued throughout 7taly , and thz Provinccs 
adioyaing. 

Now the reaſon, wherefore they doe make 
choiſeto lay vp their Armes and munition in their 
Chutches, ts onely this : For if when any Inſurcec- 
tion or rebellious tumule ariſeth ina Province, the 
Papifts come thither to he!pe and aſſiſt them, by this 
meanes they have Armes for them ina readineſle 
vpon a {uddaine: but it any who are of contrary Re» 
ligion come thicher to doe them wrong, or to fteale 
any thing from them, they have munition and 
ſtones abouc head, to deſtroy them withall before 
they be aware, And is not this(T pray you) the ready 
way '@ make the Houſe of Prayer, « Den of Theenes, 

Aud yet by your patience, it you will but attend, 
I (hall relate things more ſtrange and horrible then 
theſe, in reſpe&t whereof, the things I haue related 

hitherto ,may well ſcemetollerable, I may almoſt ſay 
Innocencie, Vader 
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Vnder the Pauement of they Church at Gratz, 
and elſewhere, to my knowledge, are Vaults and 
buildings vnder ground ; whereunto , there 1s no 
way but by ftaires, and ſteps; Here hane they hoor- 
ded vp (hike to that Carms whom Firgil ſpeaketly 
of) all theyr prey and treaſure, and doc obſcurely 
conecale a world of wealth: ſo profeſſtng povertie, 
not onely with publike eonſenr, butalſo with incre- 
dible pleaſure,ſuffering the ſame with admirable pa- 
tience, and Curfing to the pit of Hell, all ſuch as 
are poore againſt their wils, as vnworthy of ſo blel- 
ſed a Crofle. 

But as for this their treaſure, for the moſt part it 
is ſo contriued,that it is butied direQly and perpen- 
dicularly vnder their grearcft and chicteſt or moſt e- 
minent and higheſt 4/ter , and fo they ſhall be ſure 
that when they Chant Maſſe, they ſha!l Sacrifice 
- Maxzs abouc head, and'to Mauxon be- 

OW. | 

Now furthermore, in their Vaults vnder ground 
they maintaine a very firange Library , of Cords, 
Halters, Rackes, Swords, Axes, Iron-pincers, 
Stockes , Torches, Pillories, and ſcuerall Inftru- 
ments of Torture, wherewith and whereunto poorc 
- wretches being tyed faſt, are joynt by joynt torne a 
ſunder as many as fall into the hands of theſe Ty- 
rants, who arc farre more cruell in this kind , then 
Mazzznrivs or Pnatanis ever were. 

Nor are they without a Divels coate, and along 
iceple crown hat with blacke feathers , a jagged 
denblet cut and (laſhed , breethes puffed out and 

H bagged 
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bagged like b<!lowes,downe ro their anckles, ſuch 
as would cuci. makea ma eftrighred ro looke vpon 
them, 

Bu: perhaps, he that readeth this Relation, will 
wonder to what ene R-Vigious perſons , who pro- 
feſſe then-ſclucs the D:ſciples and tollawers ( as 
they would hauc all men w beleeue ) of our meft 
meeke Sv our I zxsys, ſhould make ſuch provi- 
Gon, I wilicefulue you this queſtion alſo, it you 

leaſe to attend. 

With ſuch inſtruments as theſe, doth the Socie- 
#/e captivate the vnderſtanding of their Diſciples, 
vncy [:ſunticali obedience, For if inthe leaſt mar- 
ter, they get any hinre of ſuipition, againſt any of 
their Novicts, that he will not be conſtant, vr that 
he defiech toeicape from them, and that he 1s like» 
ly co becray the {,crets of their Societie, they clap 
vp ſuch a tcllow, in a faire paire of ftockes, and ha. 
ving macerated hima long time with hunger, and 
£514, aud want of all bodily comforts; at che laft, 
they make «nendothim, with ſomeexquifite tor- 
eures, and kiling corm-nts, I daenot belye them. 
I wtice nothing bur a truch, There was at Gratz, 
about three yeares agoe,a young man named Jaco» 
zys Ciyssuvs, a youth of an exccllent and 
pregnant wir ; this man did they lay hands vpon , 
and miſcrably cormenced him, by whipping and 
{courging, for a matter of ns moment,and becauſe 
hee told chem plainely, that hee would renounce 
Their Soczerie, and complaine publikely ( if ever 
mae gor lberuc ) for this and orber ſuch wicked 
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dealing rowards him, they clapped' him vp into 
ſucha Pr:{-n, ynder ground, is aforeſayd ,. from 
whence hee was neucr ſcene to come out againe 
aljue. 

Nordid any of vs that were Novices, make 
quettion, but chat hee was made an cnd of, with 
moſt exquiſ1 erorments. 

Which vnparalei!'d piece of tyranny, I purpoſe 
in dac time ro divulge to the who'e world, with re- 
lation of all circomſtances becing the thing which 
the poore wrerched Cl/1//ewe, had a purpole to 
haue done himſclte, it hec had not becne hindered 
and prevented by death, 

I ſhall withall make publike vnto the world , 
another ſuch piece of Viilanie, committed by the 
Teſuites of Fulda in Germanie , vpon the body of 
one Marrtinys, whom they ftole away mofk 
baſcly from his Parents, who are yer liuing at M7. 
tenberg or Milberg. 

Ana how many womenthinke you, haue beene 
deuoured and eaten vp in the ſame Guite > How 
many young Children flaine? How many young 
men , that haue beenc {ole Heyres of very large 
and ample Patrimoaies, haue beeae made awa 
by them ? I doe nor fay, I thinke, but] belecus, 
and am firmely perſwaded, fo often as (hrikes,and 
cryes, fighings , and moſt woctuli lamentations, 
were heard in the night ſeaſon, the hearing where- 
of; would put a man intoa cold ſweat all over, 
and make his hayre ſtand en end, though our 
fimpler Novices, belecued them to bee 

H 2 eac 
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the Soules of ſome lately departed, it was nothing 
bur the ſhrikes and mone of children lately murthe- 
red, or then a murthering, 

Moreover, that the extreame and Diucliſh ms- 
liceof Teſwites, may be in nothing defeQive, they 
are accuftomed diuers times in thoſe their Vaults 
vnder ground to make the Diuell very fine ſport : 
putting on terrible diſguifkes , they cauſe ſome of 
theyr Novices to be called downe to behold theyr 
Tragedie , vpon whom they will ruſh fuddainely 
with an borrible yelling noyſe , to make tryall , 
{ forſooth ) of theyr eourage and confllancie. 

For if they find any to bee timorous and teare- 
full, they admit not fuch a man to the ſecrets of 
Maricke, as accounting them cowardly and dege- 
nerate, butappoint them to ſome of the inferiour 
Arts : but ſuch as appeare to bee of bold and vn- 
daunted Spirits, they take eſpeciall notice of 
them , ard reſerue them for ſerious imploy. 
ments. 

And yet they are not alwayes ſucceſſetull for all 
this, as appeared by that which happened at 
Pragwe in the yeare 1602, For whereas there were 
five principall zeſuites, who being habited as De- 
vils made (port with their youth, It ſo fell out, that 
there was found to bee afixth intheir company, 
before they were aware, and hee queſtionleſſe was 
a Divell indecd, who catching vp one ot the per- 
{onated Diuels in his Armes , gaue him ſuch a 
kindly vnkind embrace, that within three dayes 
after, kee dyed of it, The fat was common talke 

at 
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at Bake-houſes, and Barberſhops, and at euery 
table diſcourſed vpon, all over Prague. 

And yet for all chat, the reſt of them, as nothing 
amazed with this Tragicall event, dare flill inan 
height of obſtinacic, proceed in that moſt vn- 
godly and Diucliſh fludy of Magicke. 

Now amongſt that whol: Socictie,the prinze man 
tor a Magic an,a French Ieſuite,whom the King of 
France imlelte , had in {o high eftimation, that 
hee admitted him not onely to his Princely table, 
but allo to familiar conferences in priuate ; con» 
cerning whom, the 7eſu:tes themſelues did make 
their boaſt, that he had a glafle made by Art Ma- 
gicke, wherein hee could plainely repreſent vnto 
the King, whatſocuer his Maieſtic defired to ſee: 
ini/omuch, that there was nothing ſo ſecretly done 
or conſulted vpon in the moſt private Roome of 
of any Cloyſter or Nunnerie of other Orders, 
which hee could not eaſily and inſtantly diſcouer, 
and diſcloſe, by helpe of this his Inchanted , orra- 
ther Diueliſh glafle. 

And indeed it was bythe Art and meancs of this 
Magician Teſuite , that their Sooietie was confi 
dent, that they fhould bee able ro draw on theyr 
fide, one of the moſt porent Princes of the Empire, 
albeit a Protefiant : foraſmuch , as hee was obſer- 
ved to bee ſomewhat delighted in the Study of 
Magicke. 

Now.as for thoſe whom they take inas Nouiees 
to be inftrufted in this way,they expound vnto the 


thoſe nine hundred Propofictions, which P1cvs, 
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Earle of Hirandula publiſhed at Rome : as al. 
fo the Buoke of Tehannes Tritemius , togerher 

with a Tra&t or Treaitic toucting abſt.uſe or 
hidden er1ow wc wrictten by Cornelis CA- 
gr ppa : Likewiſe Theophraſtus, concerning, ihe 
Confteilations and Seaics of the Pl nets, wich 
the Steganographia of T know mot what Abbor, 
and the Actut Pavr to procure R-velations : 
meaning Saiut P av r, whom they affirme to haue 
beene inſtrudicd in the Art Magicke,and thereby 
to hauc vnderſtoos [ich high Revelations and pro» 
found Myſtcrics, 

Ya, they bluſh not to aftirme, char SaintT o un 
as a1 excellent Magician : Nor doe they th:cke 
to ſay, that cuen our blefled Saviour Curisr 
Izsvs himfelte, was a meft abſolute and per. 
fe&t AMa91cian, as mine owne eares haue heard 
it oftccier then once or twice related by ſome 
of that Sucietic, and ſuch as I am able to no- 
minate. 

Ang thus much for the 7eſu/res Church : Onely, 
take this diretion along with you; thoſe Vaults 
and Roomes vr:der ground , which I mentioned 
etien now, thoſe ſecret conueyances and Circean 
Dennes,are for the moſt part contriued to be vnder 
the Quire or Cloiftcr, not where the people doe 
walke or ftard, 

And now when thou ſhalt paſſe from their Tem« 
ple into rkeyr Srudie (for I will ſay nothing cou- 
ing theyr Prior, or Chambers, RefeQories, 

places of Recreation, inffrugion of Novices 


who 
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who are newly admitred, and the trayning vp of 
other Schollers commitced to the Jeſuites tuition z 
nor yet toucking the Methode and Order of their - 
Studies, bur will referee that for another D.{- 
cou: ſe; lecing thoſe paſſages are for the moſi 
parcknowne abroad already, being diſcovered by 
another,) When, I ſ{ay, thou ſhalt enter into their 
publike L15rary, thou ſhalc fiade a moſt exquiſite 
choiſe of Autnors of all forts, all of them moſt 
curiouſly bound vppe in Leather or Paickment 
with fillers of Siluer or Gold : and as for ſuch 
whereof there is daily vie, they are layd in or. 
der vpon Deskes , faſtened with chaines vpgon a 
long table, 

But as for the inner Zibrar/e, that is onely re- 
{ rued for the Fathers of the Sccietic 2 it is fice 
fornone but them to goc in thither, and to bor. 
row thence what bockes they thinks good, Thoſe 
ordinary bockzs, are onely tree tor the Iuniors 
of the Societie, nor may they take a {:o-ence 
out of the reſt without ſpecial! lcauc obtained from 
the Regent, 

Mozeouer, in this firſt Librarie, arc no Herett- 
call bookes (as they call them) Hur onely the VVri- 
tings of moſt approuzd Authors and Cathol:ckes 
all : For they hold any otizer vawortl'y to bee pla- 
ced amongſt them, as tearing peruaps chey ſhould 
inte@ the reft. 

Looke therefore vpon thy lett hand , and 
there thov ſhalc ſee the wretched bvokes of Here. 


tickes , (as chey tearme them) ſtanding ali in 
MWMOUL- 
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Mourning for the faults of their Authors , bound 
VP in blacke Leather, or Parchment blacked over , 
- with the very leaucs thereof dyed in blacke, 

Of theſc,not one of the Fathers themic]ues may 
make choyſe or vie, without leane obtained from 
the Regent before hand : but your inferiour /ſ#- 
ztes and younger Novices, may not bee {o bold, 
as to defire the (ight of any one of them, except he 
will before hang, with all virulencie and bitter- 
neſſe, raile ypon, and Gifgrace the Author, whom 
hee defireth to ſce, by ſome infamous Lydcll, 
and ſcurrilous Satyricall verſe, or writiag, 

In the middeft of theſe ſeucrall Libraries, is pla- 
ccda Study, beeing divided into many Scates di- 
im, and ſeparate one from another, with a blew 
covering: on the right fide whereof, fit the Fa- 
chers; 0a the left, the vnder- Graduates ; who haue 
#lready taken ſome Degrees vpon them. The 0- 
ther Novices, or (Freſh-mex as wee call them ) fir 
mixt with the fellow-Commoners, that they may 
take notice of them, and cucry man in his turne , 
beating into them by continuall diſcourſes, the 
ſweernefle and cxcellencie of the Order of Jeſuwes; 
eſpecially, into fuchas are of the richer fort, or 
wealthy heyres. 

I will ſay no more at this time;as rouching theyr 
$tadies, bur I will deſcribe briefly, the manner o f 
the Viſitation, which every Provinciall maketh ; 
becauſe it is a point, which as I chinke, and tor any 
thing that I euer read or heard , bath beene never 
kicherto divalged by any. 

Now 
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Now euery Provincial taketh his Denominaui- 
on from the Prouince, or Kiagdome rather, which 
is commited co his charge , and overſight, His 
place is to viſit the ſeverall Colledges, to take an 
account of theyr Revenewes,and ouer-ſee their ex- 
perices, exactly and punQually : to take notice, 
what Noble perionages doe commir their Sons to 
the tuition of the Socictic ,and how many they are 
in nember > Whether there bee not yearcly an in- 
creaſe of Schollers, as al{.» of their meanes and Re- 
venewes ? Wether there bee any converted trom 
Lutheraniſme, and how many ſuch? 

If there be no ſuch thing, or if the Popiſh Religi- 
on haue loſt ground, or it there be any decreaſe of 
theyr wealch,he ſharpely reproveth their floath and 
neglect, and chargeth ftriCtly, that they make an a- 
mends tor the wrong they haue done,and lofle they 
hauc receiued in this caſe, But it chey haue beftir- 
red themſclues brauely, and conuerted(as they cafl 
it ) or rather perverted many Soules to Popery, if 
they haue beene fcugall, and ſcraped wealth roge- 
ther, he praiſeth them very highly , and extollech 
them to the skyes. Moreover , he demandech, 
what is the opinion of the Neighbouring Here- 
ticks concerning them ? VVhart bee the projed&s of 
the Nobles? VVhar meetings they have? How ma- 
ny? Ard where ? VVhat they conſult vpon 2 VV hat 
they reſolue to doc? Whether the Hereticall Piin- 
ces (as they rearme them ) delight to jiue at hume 
or abroad ? To whom they reſort moſt trequently f 
What is the ſcucrall diſpofirion of eyery one of 
them f In whar things hee is oblecucd to rake met 

I deligtic? 
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delight > Whetter hee take any care of his peo. 
pleornoc? Vhether lice bee a Religious Prince 
ornot? Oc rzthcr, whether hee bee not a man, 
who delizhrs to take his pleaſure in drinking , 
Wenching , or Hunting? Whether hee haue 
any Catholick:s about him, or that are necre 
vntokim ff VVhat the peple report abroad, con- 
ceining theyr owne Princes > Whether the 
Churches of the Adverſaries, bee full of reſort, 
ornot? Whether the Paſtors of choſe Churches, 
bee icarncd and diligent men in theyr place and 
call ng, or otherwiſe lazie Lubvers, and volet- 
teced ? Whether the Profcfſion of Divinitie 
thriue, in the Nzighbouring Vaiverſitie of Here- 
tickes > Whether theyr Divines maintaine fre- 
quent D.ſputations, and againſt whom prinei- 
pally 2 VVhat bookes they haue publiſhed of late, 
and ypon what Subic ? 

To thcle, and ſundry ſuch queſtions|, if the Re- 
gent, and the reſt of the Fathers doe anſwer pune- 
tually , kee doth wonderfully eommend theyr in- 
duſtcy and vigilancie. 

It heefinde them defcttiue in anſwering to theſe 
or any ſuch demaunds, hee reprooveth them 
ſhacpely, ſaying: what meane you my Maifters, 
doe you purpole, like lazic companions, to vn- 
doc the Church of Keme ? How doe you {uppole 
your ſlothfulnefle ia theſe waightie affiires, can 
bee excuſed before his Holineſſe ? How is it, 
that you preſume to take thele places vpon you , 
and to manage chem no better ? Vyhat or whom 
arc you aftcayd of > VYyby doe not you buckle 
*P 
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vp your ſelues better to your buſinefſe , and per- 
forme your places like wen? Theſe things (if 
you had beene ſuch men as you ought to bee ) 
had not beene to doc now, Theſe things ſhoul 
haue beene done long betore this time, Doe 
you obſerue the incredible watchfulneſſe of the 
Heretickes , and can you bee l:zie? And with 
theſe or the l:ke ſpzecher, hee wherteth them on to 
their CutiCs 

Ar the laſt, heenquireth as touching the ſchol- 
lers, fellow-Commoners, Novices, and the reſt, 
how many they are mm nunver? | {ow muchenery 
one hath profi.er > To what (tur y or delight each 
ene is inclinable 2? Vhether & cre Dec any One as 
n.vngſt them t'1at is {crnpulous, or varractabie, or 
not a fit ſubiect to be wrought vpon, For he adiudg- 
etheuery ſuch an vae fitting to bee remoued from 
the ſtudy of Divinity; except,he haue bin very well 
exerciſed in the diſpurations in Sciooles,and haue 
a very great and good conceit of theyr Religion 
beatcn into him, Moreouer, hce enquireth if they 
haue any one in the Colledge, who can be conten- 
red, for the advan:age of the Catholicke cauſe, to 
vaderrake any laudable attempr, and to ſpend h's 
blood in thecauſe, itar any time neceſſity (hall 
ſeerweto require it, 

And atlalt, he ſendeth away all theſe informa- 
tions being ſealed vp, vnto the Father General! 
at Rome, by whom, they are immediately made 
knowne to the Pope himſelle , and his Conclave of 
Cardinals: And {o by this meanes, an order is ta- 
ken, that there is no mater of Aion fect on 

I 2 toote, 
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toote,nothing almoſt conſulted vpon, throughout 
the whole Chriftian world, which is not forthwith 
diſcouered vato the Pope, by theſe traytors, that 
lurke in every tateand kingdome. Allo, it is not 
tobe omitted, that the Jeſuites are tranſlated by 
theyr Provinciall, trom one Colledge to another, 
and that for the moſt part once in three yeares,the 
ſo the Pcovinciall out of theyr ſeverall diſcoveries, 
may attaine to volocke all the ſecrereſt Cabinets 
of the Prince aad Scate, where he doth reſide. 

In the laft place, [ will adde in ſtead of a Coral- 
lary, ſome firange and wondertull devices of che 
leſuites , which becing but of late newly hamme- 
red ia the forge, they haue earneſtly endeauoured 
yea, and at this day doe labour , tooth and nayle 
to put in practice by publike conſent, for an Inno. 
vation to be made both in the Church and S:ate 
throughout the whole Romane Empire. To this 
end, theyr chicte and oneiy ayme is, how to ſer 
the Princes of the Empire rogerher by the eares, 
and by taking off ſome of the principall DoQors 
of the Chuich , to bring the tyranny of the 
Spamard, and the Primacie of the Pope, into 
Germanie. Concerning which very projc&,I haue 
heard the Provinciall Ds:z-Rio himſclte , dif- 
courſing ſometimes, whole plots and Machinati- 
ons, were ſuch as toliow, Ia the fi-ft place, ( faith 
hee ) careand paines muſt bre vicd , ro cfirange 
the ff. tions of the Princes of the Empire, one 
f,om anocher. 

Now the meanes ( {ayd he) toefle; that is, to 
Worke vpon theyr cunczatie:y of opinions, in mat- 

ters 
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ters of Religion: Ard for this end let the Emperor 
be incited to make a Declaration, that hee will not 
grant liberty of Conſcience in matters of Religion, 
except there ſhall fi {it be areftitution made ot ſuch 
goods, as were taken from the Clergie vpon the 
treaty at Paſſaw: for this is a point whereat they 
will fticke :fluredly,and deny it, 

Let the Emperor thereupon ſend his Princes,and 
demand the ſame of the Cities of the Empire ? 
They will either obey or deny : If they conſent and 
obey, all is well : It they refuſ:, let him proclaime 
them Rebels,and expoſe them to be ſeized vpon b 
the next neighbouring Princes : bur (till ler the 
matter be {vo caried,that he be ſure to oppoſe a Lu. 
theran and a Calviniſt, the one againſt the other. 

Moreover, ſome deuiſc muſt bes found our, that 
the Duke of Bavaria may tall toule either vpon the 
EleQtor Palatine,or vpon the Duke of Wittemberg, 
tor then may the Emperor be caf(ily wonne to pro- 
claime him Traytor whom the Duke of Bavaria 
ſhall diſtaft, and a!l meanes taken away of making 
pacification either with Paprſt or Calvinift tor the; 
b:fades,thereby will be raiſcd vnreconcileable diui-» 
ſions in the Empire, neuer to be quenched before 
an highway bee made for the accompliſhment of 
our deſires, For the further ripening of which De- 
ſigne, the Zeſuites vaberhought themſelues further 
of this Stratagem, It will tollow (ſay they) necel- 
farily, when any Citic of the Empire ſhall be pro- 
claimed rebellious, that euery ſeucrall Prince will 
be more ready and willing to ſzruc his owne turne 
vpon the ſpoyle thereot, then to admit any echer 
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that ſhall be emulous of the ſame bootie to prevent 
him, This for the Generality. More particularly 
yer,meanes muſt be found our,to {et the Princes of 
Saxony 3t dift:rence. that their firength and power 
may be broken, or 2t leaſt weakened, 

Now that may bee moſt conuenienily eff:Qed 
thus:frftif the Adminiftracion of the Primacie of 
Magdeburg, wiichnow 1s vacanr, | beegiuen ro the 
Bavarian 6'cQtor of Col:n , neither the Margueſſe 
0! Brandenburg no; the D, | 2 Of Saxonce , wal 1 caſi- 
ly x grant iFeyr contents thereto,

ton the ſame: which thing the Margueſſe of Bray. 
denburge will oppoſe with all his powets, Now as 
concerning the Landgraue of Heſſen he muſt be vr- 

ed and {vilicited daily ro divide the inheritance e- 
qually with his vacle ZoJowicke and to refigne the 
goucrnment of Hertsfeila to the Biſhop of Wirtz. 
burg : if he refuſe to doe {o, lethim bee proclaymed 
rebe!!, and {et his inhericance bee afligned vito his 
vncie Lodowicke, 

Moreover, as for the Duke of Wittemberge, and 
the EleCtor Palatine, they wo may with calc be ſer 
together by the cares, if the Duke bee commanded 
to make rcftitucion of fome Religious houſes, or 0- 
therwiie ypon fiis reiuſall be proclaimed Reoeil,and 
ſome neighbouring Monaſterics bee affigned tothe 
EleQtor Palatine, :nJamonght them one <{pecially, 
which hce hath bin obſcrued co have ayined at long 
Ig0C, 

And theſe be thoſc killing protects ot the 1eſuires, 
which I haue heard from their owne mouihes, not 
without admiration euen to aſtoni{hment, and they 
haue many more of like ſort, all which 1 dog not at 
this preſent remember, 

Morcouer, there hath bcene a Conſultation a- 
mong the Jeſuitcs to ſend abroad ſome bold Ajſſa/s!e 
nates, who by Poylon or by the Pilto!;, may cur off 
the principall Doors of the Reiormed Churches, 

teilo wes 
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fellowes who are ſo ablolure Maſters in that trade 


" of Poyloning, that they are ablc {o ro infect Plar- 


ters, Saltic)lers, Baſons Kertles,Pots,and Caldrons, 
and fuch like vefſels of ordinary vie ; that albeit, 
they ſhall be ten cimes ouer waſhed and wiped, yer 
ſhall they retaine the power and infeftion of mol} 
deadly and ſpeeding poyſon, Wherefore, I hum- 
bly aduiſc all godly and religious Gouernours and 
Miniſters of the Church, = hereafter they bee 
warie, and cautelous how they truft any, but ſuch 
as of whoſe fidelity they haue had ſufficient triall. 

And theſe things could neuer haue fallen within 
compaſſe of mine vnderftanding, nor ever did, be- 
tore ſuch time as I heard them trom the Principals 
and Heads of the Soczetie of Jeſuites, together with 
many other particulars, which I held my ſclfe 
bound in Conſcience to revcale to the world, for 
the good of my Countrey, and of the Church of 
Cuntsr : which altbongh I haue for the preſent 
onely giuen you as in arude and firft draught ; yer 
I purpoſe, (God willing) in duc time, w cxprefle 

the ſame at large, painting them out in their 
Colours, with circumſtances of time, 
place and perſons,
